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To  His  Excellency,  John  \Y.  Geaky, 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  : 

Sir: — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic 
Hospital,  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  that  Institution  for  the  year  1866  : 

There  were  in  the  hospital,  on  the  first  day  of  January  last,  306 
patients,  viz :  1 57  males  and  149  females ;  admitted  during  the  year, 
115  males  and  72  females  ;  discharged  during  the  same  period,  91 
males  and  75  females.  Of  this  number  47  were  restored,  45  im¬ 
proved,  and  41  were  stationary,  33  died.  There  remained  on  the 
first  instant  181  males  and  146  females,  making  a  total  of  327.  The 
number  of  patients  in  the  female  department  is  as  large  as  can  be 
comfortably  accommodated,  while  that  in  the  male  department  is 
too  large.  The  crowded  state  of  the  hospital  has  caused  much  anx¬ 
iety  fo  those  interested  with  its  management.  Should  an  epidemic 
break  out  in  it,  a  fearful  loss  of  life  might  be  the  result.  Where  too 
many  are  congregated  together,  they  cannot  receive  all  the  advantages 
which  the  salutory  treatment  bestowed  upon  them  would  otherwise 
produce. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  receive  many  more  into  this  Institution. 
There  is,  therefore,  an  urgent  demand  for  an  additional  hospital.  In 
the  Commonwealth  there  is  about  one  insane  person  for  every  800 
citizen.  A  fair  computation  of  the  number  of  insane  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  would  be  3,000. 

The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at  Philadelphia,  will 
not  accommodate  more  than  450.  The  Friends’  Asylum,  near 
Frankford,  about  60,  and  that  at  Dixmont  200.  It  is  thus  evi¬ 
dent  that  the  provision  made  within  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  the  insane  is  utterly  inadequate. 

Most  of  the  poor-houses  throughout  the  State  were,  with  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  the  Governor,  visited  not  long  since  by  a  committee  of 
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the  Philadelphia  society  for  alleviating  the  miseries  of  public  prisons. 
The  result  of  this  examination  was,  by  the  society,  reported  to  the 
Executive,  and  by  him  communicated  to  the  Legislature.  Most  of 
these  establishments  were  in  a  wretched  condition.  No  suitable 
provision  was  made  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  Indeed,  in 
such  establishments,  the  restoration  of  this  afflicted  portion  of  our 
fellow-citizens  is  almost  hopeless.  Where  there  are  but  few  of 
them,  the  expenses  attending  their  proper  management  would  be 
far  greater  than  the  counties  would  be  willing,  perhaps  able  to  bear. 
In  asking  the  attention  of  the  Executive  to  this  subject  in  their  last 
report,  the  Trustees  stated  as  their  opinion,  that  “  Humanity  and  a 
wise  economy  both  commend  the  erection  of  a  new  hospital,  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Commonwealth.  Humanity  appeals  to  the  gen¬ 
erous  feelings  of  the  heart,  in  behalf  of  those  who  are  so  sorely  af¬ 
flicted,  and  economy  shows  that  by  a  timely  application  of  proper 
sanitary  measures  cures  are  generally  effected,  and  the  patients  ren¬ 
dered  again  capable  of  taking  a  useful  and  active  share  in  the  duties 
and  cares,  and  enjoying  the  comforts  of  life,  and  this  at  a  compara¬ 
tively  small  cost.”  In  this  opinion  they  are  confirmed,  and  feel.it 
their  duty  again  to  present  this  important  subject  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor,  in  the  hope  that  he  will  call  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature  to  it. 

Pennsylvania  was  the  first  on  this  continent  to  adopt  measures 
for  the  proper  treatment  of  those  deprived  of  their  reason.  So  far 
back  as  1751  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  was  founded,  and  the  first 
insane  patient  was  received  on  the  eleventh  of  February,  1752.  In 
1841  the  insane  patients  were  removed  to  the  new  building  west  of 
the  river  Schuylkill.  There  are  now  two  complete  hospitals  ;  one 
for  male,  the  other  for  female  patients,  now  well-known  as  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  capable  of  accommodating  four 
hundred  and  fifty  patients,  as  has  already  been  stated.  This  noble 
charity  is  equalled  by  few,  surpassed  by  none.  Pennsylvania  will 
surely  not  halt  in  her  generous  career,  but  will  aid  in  providing  for 
those  who  are  so  fully  entitled  to  sympathy,  and  who,  by  timely  and 
judicious  assistance,  may  be  restored  to  happiness  and  usefulness,  to 
their  families  and  society. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  accompanies  this,  contains 
much  statistical  and  other  valuable  information.  He  has  discharged 
the  various  and  onorous  duties  which  pertain  to  his  responsible  station, 
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with  unabated  zeal  and  fidelity,  and  in  a  manner  which  meets  the 
cordial  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  improvements  introduced  into  the  washing  apartment  have 
proved  successful  in  their  operations,  and  caused  to  be  realized  our 
highest  expectations  of  them.  Some  other  improvements  have  been 
attended  with  much  advantage.  The  grounds  are  yearly  becoming 
more  attractive ;  beautified  by  trees  and  shrubbery.  They  afford 
delightful  walks  for  the  inmates  of  the  Institution. 

The  Gymnasium  invites  to  healthful  exercise  and  recreation. 

The  Farm  and  Garden  also  give  occupation  for  some  of  the  family, 
calculated  to  invigorate  their  constitutions  and  tranquilize  their 
minds.  They  are  in  good  order,  and  contribute  materially  towards 
the  support  of  the  establishment. 

The  Library  is  a  source  of  intellectual  enjoyment  which,  while 
it  interests,  calms  the  mind. 

The  Lecture  Room  is  resorted  to  with  much  pleasure.  All  these 
means,  so  essential  to  the  restoration  of  mental  health,  are  in  daily 
operation  in  a  State  Hospital.  Here  a  proper  classification  of  the 
patients,  so  important  in  every  point  of  view,  for  the  comfort  and 
the  security  of  those  under  treatment,  as  well  as  of  the  officers  and 
employees  is  secured.  In  a  county  poor-house  few,  if  any,  of  these 
advantages  can  be  obtained. 

The  Treasurer’s  account,  herewith  submitted,  exhibits  the  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  Hospital. 

The  statement  of  the  Steward  furnishes  the  details  of  the  expen¬ 
ditures,  <&c. 

The  continued  high  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  the  increased 
number  of  patients,  have  rendered  a  large  outlay  unavoidable,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  constant  exercise  of  a  prudent  and  wise  economy. 

There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  number  of  the  inmates 
will  increase,  and  that  there  will  be  no  reduction  in  the  price  of 
living.  The  Trustees  must,  therefore,  look  to  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital,  to  enable  them  to  maintain  it  in  its  career  of  usefulness 
for  the  present  year.  The  Board  believes  that  no  outlay  is  pro¬ 
ductive  of  more  benefit  to  the  recipients  of  the  bounty  of  the  State 
’  and  her  citizens  at  large. 

In  consideration  of  the  proposed  erection  of  several  additional 
compartments,  which  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  the  Hospital 
consider  it  positively  necessary  to  have  built  at  once,  for  the  cum- 
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fort  and  convenience  of  the  inmates,  &c :  enlarging  the  Bath  Rooms, 
and  having  infirmaries  for  those  taken  sick  with  special  diseases  of 
an  epidemic  character,  the  Board  will  be  compelled  to  expend  about 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  same,  to  meet  which  they  respectfully 
ask  that  a  special  appropriation  of  the  abovenamed  amount  be  made 
by  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Trustees  return  their  thanks  to  those  kind  friends  who  have 
presented  periodicals  and  newspapers  to  the  Hospital.  Donations 
of  books,  engravings,  and  specimens  of  Natural  history  and  of  Art, 
Ac.,  will  be  thankfully  received  and  fully  appreciated. 

In  concluding  our  report,  we  cannot  but  offer  a  merited  compli¬ 
ments  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  this  Hospital,  who  are  under 
the  control  of  its  worthy  and  estimable  Superintendent.  Drs.  Wiest- 
ling  and  Thome,  his  Assistants;  \\rm.  S.  Rutherford,  the  Steward; 
Mrs.  Ellen  Cole,  the  Matron,  all,  as  well  as  the  attendants  in  the 
various  wards,  deserve  an  expression  from  the  Board  of  its  just  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  satisfactory  and  faithful  manner  in  which  they 
have  respectfully  discharged  their  arduous  duties,  and  the  harmony 
which  has  ever  characterized  their  labors. 

That  the  beneficence  that  founded  may  continue  to  prosper  this 
noble  institution,  and  the  labors  of  those  interested  with  its  man¬ 
agement  may  be  blessed  by  the  Giver  of  all  good,  is  the  fervent 
hope  of  the  Trustees.

The  farm  and  garden  hav 

re  continued  as  in  former  years, 

pro- 

ductive,  and  have  very  materially  aided  in  the  economical  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital,  in  addition  to  the  great  benefit  as  a  means  of 
occasional  employment  for  many  of  the  patients,  and  for  the  abund- 
1  ant  supply  of  fresh  milk  and  vegetables  at  all  seasons. 

It  will  be  noticed,  by  reference  to  the  number  of  patients,  that 
the  limit  which  was  originally  fixed  for  their  accommodation  has 
been  exceeded  during  the  whole  of  this  year,  and  more  particularly 
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during  the  latter  half.  The  lowest  number  of  patients  during  the 
year  was  306,  and  the  highest  number  340,  and  the  average  a  frac¬ 
tion  short  of  323.  The  excess  has  been  principally  in  the  male 
wards,  where  the  number  has  reached  that  point  at  which  nearly  all 
the  available  room  has  been  appropriated  without  infringing  on 
rooms  specially  set  apart  for  the  daily  use  of  the  inmates. 

It  is  proper  to  cal!  your  attention  to  a  suggestion  made  to  you 
some  time  since,  to  erect  in  immediate  connection  with  each  ward, 
a  room  which  can  be  used  as  an  infirmary  for  the  sick  of  that  par¬ 
ticular  ward,  so  that  they  need  not  be  moved,  but  that  the  attend¬ 
ants  who  have  charge  of  them  generally,  may  also  be  able  to  attend 
to  them  during  their  sickness.  It  would  also  be  very  important 
to  increase  the  size  of  the  Bath  Rooms,  and  place  them,  with  the 
water-closets,  in  such  a  position,  that  a  more  free  circulation  of  air 
may  be  had  around  them,  and  also  that  a  room  lie  provided  in 
which  all  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  which  may  be  wet,  may 
be  dried  without  the  necessity  of  taking  them  out  of  the  ward. 

Should  an  epidemic,  unfortunately,  break  out  in  our  household 
in  our  present  crowded  condition,  Ave  have  no  rooms  to  which  we 
could  remove  the  sick,  and  thus  prevent  the  spread  of  disease,  and 
on  this  account  it  is  particularly  important  that  such  rooms  be  pre¬ 
pared  at  the  earliest  period. 

Crowded  wards  are  much  more  subject  to  sickness,  and  more 
likely  to  induce  it  than  where  a  smaller  number  is  confined,  and 
all  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  more  difficult  to  maintain  good 
health  in  overcrowded  wards,  than  in  others  where  a  smaller  number 
may  be  placed,  because  the  amount  of  air  in  such  apartments  be¬ 
comes  so  much  more  speedily  vitiated,  and  requires  a  more  rapid 
and  more  energetic  circulation  of  air  to  keep  up  the  proper  standard. 
Vitiated  air  soon  induces  diseased  dispositions,  and  renders  those 
exposed  to  it  much  more  subject  to  attacks  of  disease,  and  in  such 
constitutions  remedies  have  less  influence  in  producing  a  favorable 
result.  It  must  not,  however,  be  inferred  that  these  rooms  would 
materially  relieve  the  crowded  wards  except  incidentally,  and  it  is 
earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  no  proposition  will,  for  a  moment,  be 
entertained  of  enlarging  this  Hospital  beyond  its  present  capacity. 
The  opinions  of  the  ablest  and  most  experienced  gentlemen,  who 
have  devoted  most  time  to  the  study  of  mental  disorders,  are  most 
decidedly  opposed  to  the  erection  of  Hospitals  to  accommodate  a 
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larger  number  than  this  is  calculated  to  receive.  Xo  man,  no  matter 
how  great  his  ability,  can  give  proper,  careful,  and  thorough  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  larger  number,  and  also  perform  as  he  should,  all  the  other 
duties  which  require  his  personal  care.  To  secure  the  best  results, 
the  superintending  physician  must  personally  study  the  different 
cases,  and  make  himself  familiar  with  them,  and  to  do  this  ;  main¬ 
tain  the  proper  discipline  of  the  establishment,  and  faithfully  dis¬ 
charge  all  the  duties  assigned  him  ;  will  fully  tax  the  energies. and 
resources  of  the  best  man,  and  every  additional  patient  only  detracts 
so  much  from  his  ability  rightly  to  discharge  his  duties ;  and  in 
justice  to  himself  and  to  those  entrusted  to  his  care,  these  duties 
cannot  be  delegated  to  others.  He  should  see  with  his  own  eyes 
and  hear  with  his  own  ears,  that  thus  he  may  take  advantage  of 
everything  which  may  most  tend  to  benetit  those  entrusted  to  his 
care. 

But  while  earnestly  protesting  against  any  such  additions  to  this 
Hospital  as  would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  number  to  be 
accommodated  and  treated  here,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  what 
course  may  be  most  judiciously  pursued  for  the  benetit  of  the  insane, 
and  the  relief  and  convenience  of  the  community  at  large. 

Careful  examination  of  the  records  of  the  different  hospitals  for 
the  insane  in  this  country,  has  shown  that  the  majority  of  the  inmates 
of  any  given  hospital  come  from  the  immediately  adjacent  districts. 
3  The  necessary  inference  from  this  fact  is,  that  every  hospital  for  the 
insane  should  be  located  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the  centre  of  the 
district  designed  to  be  accommodated,  regard  being  had  to  the 
facilities  of  communication,  and  ease  of  transportation  of  supplies. 
With  this  view,  this  State  may  be  divided  into  certain  districts,  and 
hospitals  located  so  as  properly  and  fully  to  accommodate  these 
districts.  Two  methods  of  doing  this  may  be  stated,  applied  to 
that  part  of  the  State  east  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  the  western 
part  being  accommodated  by  the  Hospital  at  Pittsburgh. 

One  of  these  would  be  to  make  the  Susquehanna  River  the  dividing 
line,  and  assign  all  east  of  that  to  the  Hospital  at  Harrisburg,  and 
all  that  part  between  the  river  and  the  Allegheny  Mountains  to 
*  another  hospital  to  be  built  in  the  most  convenient  location  within 
that  district.  The  other  plan  would  be  to  assign  the  counties  lying 
along  and  north  of  the  West  Branch,  and  east  and  west  of  the  North 
Branch,  or  more  strictly  all  that  part  lying  north  of  a  line  drawn 
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east  and  west  through  the  junction  of  those  streams,  to  a  new  hos¬ 
pital,  and  those  south  of  that  to  the  present  institution  at  Harris¬ 
burg.  Special  reference  is  had  in  these  divisions  to  the  facilities  of 
access  by  railroads  to  either  of  the  institutions  mentioned. 

It  is  always  wise  and  safe  to  follow  the  guidance  of  a  carefully 
collected  experience,  more  particularly  when  it  is  confirmed  by  the 
united  testimony  and  experience  of  other  countries,  obtained  by 
careful  and  competent  observers.  There  are  in  either  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts  mentioned,  more  than  the  number  of  insane  requisite  to  fill  a 
hospital  of  the  capacity  of  this,  not  taking  into  the  enumeration  the 
number  of  recent  cases  which  are  constantly  occurring  in  the  com- 
l  aity,  in  the  proportion  of  one  to  every  eight  hundred  persons. 
In  the  oldest  and  more  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  a  larger  number  will  necessarily  be  found  than  in  the  more 
recently  settled  counties,  not  only  from  the  gradual  accumulation 
of  chronic  cases  which  have  resisted  all  treatment,  but  from  the 
greater  prevalence  of  the  producing  causes  of  the  disorder.  Where 
the  mental  disorder  has  existed  for  several  years,  there  is  very 
little  prospect  of  restoration  by  any  remedial  measure,  but  the 
surest  way  to  prevent  any  further  increase,  would  be  the  erection 
of  institutions,  to  which  the  recent  cases  may  be  taken  in  the  earliest 
periods  of  the  disease,  and  receive  these  remedial  appliances,  which 
will  return  them  in  a  reasonable  time  to  their  friends  and  to  society, 
fully  prepared  to  resume  their  duties.  Not  less  than  two  thousand 
chronic  insane  will  be  found  in  the  State,  including  all  those  under 
the  care  of  the  public  authorities,  (not  including  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,)  and  of  their  friends,  and  very  little  prospect  exists  of  any 
diminution  of  this  number,  as  the  loss  by  death  will  be  made  up  by 
the  addition  of  those  who,  having  become  insane  during  any  given 
year,  are  not  restored  to  the  possession  of  their  sound  mind. 

This  Hospital  being:  now  as  full  as  it  should  be,  the  welfare  of 
the  patients  being  considered,  cannot  give  proper  accommodation 
to  all  who  may  apply,  and  therefore  the  greater  need  exists  for  the 
speedy  erection  of  another,  so  as  to  relieve  the  urgent  want  which 
will  be  seriously  felt  before  another  can  be  ready  for  occupation. 
As  the  law  now  stands,  preference  must  be  given  to  recent  cases, 
but  a  large  number  of  chronic  cases  now  at  this  Hospital  cannot  be 
sent  away  for  the  clear  and  positive  reason  that  there  are  no  accom¬ 
modations  whatever  for  them  in  the  sections  of  the  State  from 
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which  they  came,  and  even  in  those  places  where  accommodations 
do  exist,  they  are  crowded  and  the  authorities  refuse  to  remove 
their  insane  from  this  Hospital,  on  the  ground  they  cannot  give 
them  proper  care  and  attention. 

Fortunately  for  the  insane  and  for  themselves,  the  authorities 
decide  in  most  localities,  so  soon  as  a  recent  case  of  insanity  occurs, 
to  place  it  under  medical  treatment  in  the  Hospital,  and  while  this 
decision  often  very  much  embarrasses  the  officers  of  this  institution 
by  the  close  crowding  of  the  wards,  it  shows  a  considerate  attention 
to  the  condition  of  the  insane,  and  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
method  of  treatment  which  should  be  encouraged  and  aided  by  the 
erection  of  another  institution,  which  will  materially  aid  in  the 
good  work  of  relieving;  this  very  unfortunate  class. 

The  expense  of  conveying  an  insane  person  to  the  Hospital  is 
also  a  matter  requiring  consideration  when  deciding  upon  the  loca¬ 
tion,  that  the  institution  may  be  so  placed  as  to  shorten  the  distance 
as  much  as  possible  from  different  points.  In  addition  to  this  heavy 
item  of  expense,  if  the  distance  be  considerable,  the  risk  of  life  in 
an  excited  individual,  by  the  great  fatigue  and  exposure  to  so  many 
new  sources  of  excitement  while  traveling  in  the  cars,  and  changing 
probably  once  or  twice,  is  considerable,  and  in  many  cases  the  pros¬ 
tration  is  so  great  that  no  efforts  will  prevent  their  sinking  rapidly. 
In  many  parts  of  the  State  a  long  journey  by  carriage  has  to  be 
j  taken  before  reaching  the  railroad,  and  this  is  more  severe  than  the 
other,  and  adds  greatly  to  the  danger. 

It  is  not  to  be  inferred  from  what  has  been  said  of  the  necessity 
of  increased  Hospital  accommodation,  that  there  has  been  a  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  the  insane.  The  great  increase  of  the 
population  within  the  last  few  years  necessarily  tends  to  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  a  larger  number  of  insane,  and  the  better  knowledge  of 
hospital  treatment  and  its  favorable  results  in  recent  cases  gives 
rise  to  a  more  earnest  desire  to  take  advantage  of  those  means,  and 
therefore,  cases  which  formerly  would  have  been  kept  at  home,  are 
removed  to  the  Hospital  at  the  earliest  period.  The  community 
are  gradually,  year  by  year,  becoming  more  convinced  that  insanity 
is  a  disease,  and  not  a  crime  or  a  disgrace,  and  they  feel  less  reluct¬ 
ance  in  accepting  the  offers  of  relief  and  restoration  as  they  have 
seen  or  heard  of  benefit  derived  by  others,  and  they  are  naturally 
desirous  that  their  relatives  should  have  all  the  advantages  which 
have  been  enjoyed  by  their  neighbors.

STATE  LUNATIC  HOSPITAL. 


There  still  lingers  in  the  minds  of  many  the  idea  that  when  an 
individual  becomes  insane,  the  disease  will  gradually  disappear  with¬ 
out  treatment,  but  very  rarely  are  they  gratified  in  their  expectation, 
and  the  part  of  prudence  would  lie  to  place  the  individual  under 
Hospital  treatment  at  the  earliest  moment  after  the  disease  is  fully 
manifest,  that  the  physical  condition,  on  which  the  mental  derange¬ 
ment  depends,  may  be  removed ;  for  it  should  be  distinctly  borne 
in  mind  that  all  cases  of  mental  disorder  are  to  be  traced  to  some 
bodily  disease  or  derangement  of  the  nervous  system,  and  so  long  as 
this  exists,  no  prospect  or  probability  of  restoration  to  sound  mind 
can  be  entertained. 

Every  dictate  of  humanity  and  philanthropy  urge  the  erection  of 
another  Hospital  promptly,  to  relieve  the  families  of  those  who 
may  become  insane  in  the  community  in  which  they  may  reside. 
Few  individuals,  who  have  not  had  the  painful  experience,  are 
aware  of  the  distressing  condition,  the  constant  anxiety  and  dread, 
and  the  injury  to  the  health  which  the  care  of  one  who  has  become 
insane  entails  on  any  family,  and  in  addition  to  this  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  the  alarm  and  danger  in  the  neighborhood  from  the  presence 
of  an  excited  or  violent  case  of  insanity,  involving  great  risk  to 
life  and  property  from  the  impulses  of  an  irresponsible  person, 
who  is  made  worse  by  the  efforts  to  control  him. 

This  subject  may  also  be  viewed  from  a  lower  point,  but  one  at 
the  same  time  worthy  of  careful  examination.  It  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  experience  of  all  Hospitals  for  the  insane  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  in  Europe,  that  true  economy  is  consulted  by 
the  prompt  and  proper  treatment  of  recently  occurring  cases  of 
insanity ;  that  in  any  given  year,  two  insane  persons  recently 
attacked,  may  be  restored  to  their  healthy  mental  state  for  the  same 
amount  of  money  that  would  be  requisite  to  support  one  case  of 
chronic  insanity,  and  certainly  it  is  far  better  to  provide  the  means 
of  thus  adding  to  the  class  of  laborers  and  producers,  than  to  be 
obliged  on  account  of  former  neglect  to  maintain  those  who  are  a 
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constant  life-long  burden  on  the  community, to  be  fed,  clothed,  and 
cared  for,  probably  for  twenty  years.  The  restoration  to  health  and 
usefulness  of  forty  persons  in  that  period  of  time,  at  the  same  expense 
as  the  maintenance  of  one  person  who  cannot  benefit  himself  or 
others,  but  is  a  burden  of  the  heaviest  character,  is  certainly  a 
matter  appealing  in  the  loudest  tones  to  the  most  rigid  economist 
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to  promote  to  the  fullest  every  means  which  can  be  made  available 
to  bring  about  such  very  desirable  results. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  in  this  connection  to  state  some  of  the 
requirements  of  a  Hospital  for  the  insane,  as  laid  down  by  the  most 
cautious  and  intelligent  medical  men,  who  have  devoted  their  lives 
to  this  speciality. 

Great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  a  suitable  loca¬ 
tion  for  the  building,  in  a  pleasant,  healthy  section  of  the  country, 
with  cheerful  views,  an  animated  landscape,  variously  diversified 
with  hill,  valley  and  water ;  a  large  farm  of  not  less  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  good  arable  land  for  raising  the  potatoes  and  other 
crops  so  necessary  to  the  economical  management  of  such  an  insti¬ 
tution,  with  abundant  pasturage  for  the  dairy  stock  ;  an  unlimited 
supply  of  fresh  good  water :  pleasant  woods  and  groves  for  walks 
in  hot  summer  weather,  and  the  amplest  facilities  for  drainage  from 
the  building. 

The  edifice  itself  should  be  constructed  in  the  most  careful  manner, 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  class  to  be  accom¬ 
modated,  and  in  the  light  of  the  ample  knowledge  obtained  on  this 
subject  within  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years,  under  the  direct  super¬ 
intendence  of  a  well  qualified  medical  man,  who  has  had  previous 
experience  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  who  may  be  able  to 
conduct  it  after  it  is  ready  for  occupation.  In  this  way  much  ex- 
>  pense  may  be  saved  in  the  construction  and  arrangement  of  matters 
of  vital  importance  to  the  proper  management  of  the  hospital,  but 
which  cannot  be  known  to  an  architect  or  builder,  who  has  had  no 
opportunity  of  giving  special  attention  to  such  matters. 

Every  one  desiring  to  have  any  work  done  in  the  best  manner, 
will  select  for  it  the  most  careful  and  competent  workman  he  can 
find,  and  so  in  this  matter  of  hospital  building,  the  man  best 
acquainted  with  the  requirements  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane  should 
prepare  the  plans,  direct  its  erection,  and  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  arrangement  of  all  its  parts.  The  hospital  should  be  placed 
in  the  vicinity  of,  but  not  too  near,  some  large  town  where  supplies 
may  be  most  conveniently  procured,  and  where  persons  may  be  more 
,  easily  obtained  to  assist  in  the  proper  management  of  the  different 
positions  which  such  an  institution  requires. 

It  may  also  be  added,  that  every  large  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
should  be  located  in  a  thickly  settled  and  well  cultivated  section  of 

the  State,  because  in  such  a  community  will  always  be  found  more 
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abundantly  and  at  a  cheaper  rate,  a  large  class  of  supplies,  which 
cannot  be  raised  altogether  on  any  farm,  no  matter  how  carefully 
cultivated,  and  also  for  the  reason  that  in  large  centres  of  popula¬ 
tion,  a  greater  number  of  insane  will  be  found  than  in  more  thinly 

settled  districts.

The  Harrison  boiler  has  been  in  operation  for  more  than  six 
months,  and  has  fully  answered  the  expectations  entertained  in 
regard  to  its  rapid  and  safe  generation  of  steam,  and  its  economy 
of  fuel. 

The  additions  to  the  Wash  House,  and  the  introduction  of  the 
Shaker  Washing  Machine  have  greatly  facilitated  the  operations  of 
that  department,  and  aided  in  its  more  economical  administration. 

An  effort  was  made,  during  last  year,  to  keep  up  regularly  during 
at  least  six  months,  some  entertainment  every  evening  in  the  week, 
so  as  to  afford  a  more  agreeable  mode  of  spending  the  long  eve¬ 
nings,  and  at  the  same  time  engage  the  attention  and  interest  all  in 
some  plan  of  improvement  and  instruction.  With  this  object, 
magic  lantern  exhibitions  twice  or  thrice  a  week,  with  descriptions 
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and  historical  accounts  of  the  most  interesting  localities  and  build¬ 
ings  exhibited  ;  reading  of  some  entertaining  matter  in  history, 
poetry,  natural  history  and  natural  philosophy,  were  regularly  and 
systematically  kept  up,  and  the  beneficial  influence  was  such  as  to 
induce  a  continuance  of  the  plan  during  the  present  winter. 

Every  one,  familiar  with  hospital  life,  is  aware  of  the  great  diffi¬ 
culty  of  keeping  up  the  interest  of  the  inmates  in  such  entertain¬ 
ments,  but  all  will  admit  at  the  same  time  the  great  advantage,  as 
a  means  of  moral  treatment,  to  be  thus  derived  by  the  patients  from 
the  degree  of  control  exercised,  the  diversion  of  mind  and  the  sub¬ 
stitution,  for  the  time  at  least,  of  the  thoughts  and  views  of  others, 
and  the  acquaintance  with  the  facts  and  illustration  of  natural  science 
and  natural  history. 

We  have  received  through  Miss  D,  L.  Dix,  from  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  fund,  one  of  Mason  &  Hamlin’s  fine  Cabinet  Organs,  for  the 
Chapel,  and  a  number  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  patients  ;  and 
from  other  friends  continued  proofs  of  their  interest  in  the  institu¬ 
tion,  and  the  welfare  of  its  inmates. 

Dr.  R.  R.  Wiestling  lias  continued  to  discharge  his  duties  as 
Assistant  Physician  with  energy  and  assiduity. 

Dr.  C.  Y.  Thome  has  filled  with  acceptance  the  position  of 
Assistant  Physician,  vacated  by  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Shafer. 

Mr.  Wm.  S.  Rutherford  has  faithfully  and  energetically,  as  in 
'  >  former  years,  discharged  the  responsible  duties  of  Steward. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Cole  has  devoted  herself  zealously  and  faithfully  to 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Matron,  and  has  given  full  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  all. 

The  religious  services  were  conducted  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year  by  Rev.  A.  C.  Smith,  and  during  the  latter  part  by  Rev.  S. 
W.  Pomeroy,  both  of  whom  discharged  their  duties  with  an  earnest 
desire  to  relieve  and  benefit  those  to  whom  their  ministrations  were 
addressed. 

The  attendants  who  have  continued  with  us  during;  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  and  the  others  employed,  have  given  that  diligent 
attention  to  their  duties  which  has  added  much  to  the  success  which 
>  has  attended  the  favorable  results  of  the  year ;  and  many  have 
earned  a  special  meed  of  praise  by  the  cheerfulness  and  self-devo¬ 
tion  with  which  they  have  performed  the  duties  assigned  them. 

The  exemption  of  the  Hospital  from  any  serious  sickness  or  epi¬ 
demic,  the  large  measure  of  success  which  has  attended  the  labors 
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of  the  year  in  the  restoration  of  so  many,  and  the  manifest  improve¬ 
ment  of  so  large  a  number,  and  the  relief  afforded  to  so  many  anxious 
and  distressed  families,  are  sources  of  devout  gratitude  and  thank¬ 
fulness  to  Almighty  God  for  his  guardian  care  and  guidance,  and 
as  each  year  brings  with  it  increased  cares  and  anxieties,  labors  and 
trials,  we  feel  more  sensibly  the  importance  of  a  firm  reliance  on 
Divine  Guidance  and  support  for  the  proper  discharge  of  all  the 
duties  required  of  us.

such  necessary  articles  of  clothing  as  shall  be  procured  for 
by  the  Steward  of  said  Hospital,  and  shall  remove  from  said 

Hospital  whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Superintendent :  and 
if  shall  be  removed  by  the  request  of  either  of  us,  or  by  any 

one  before  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months  after  the  recep¬ 
tion,  then  if  said  obligors  pay  board  for  thirteen  weeks,  unless

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient  (unless  when  com¬ 
mitted  by  order  of  a  court,)  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished 
with  the  certificate  of  a  physician  that  he  has  seen  and  examined 
the  individual,  and  believes  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  with  a  request 
from  a  near  relative  or  a  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received 
into  the  Hospital,  and  a  bond,  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the 
payment  of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  institution. — 
All  private  patients  thus  received,  shall  make  a  payment  of  thir¬ 
teen  weeks’  board  in  advance,  when  brought  to  the  Hospital ;  and 
if  taken  away  uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Superintendent,  within  that  period,  no  part  of  said  payment  shall 
be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital,  by  the  order  of 
any  court,  justice,  judge,  directors  of  the  poor  of  a  county,  or  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or 
warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

Those  who  may  bring  a  patient  with  any  such  order  or  warrant 
will  be  required  to  pay  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  the  patient; 
for  those  supported  by  county  authorities,  ninety-one  dollars  ;  for 
those  supported  by  the  township  authorities,  seventy-eight  dollars. 

3.  Each  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  be  free  from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  lie  provided  with  at  least  three  new 
shirts,  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong 
woolen  cloth,  three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  stock  or  cravat, 
a  good  hat  or  cap,  a  pair  of  new  shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a 
comfortable  outside  garment. 

5.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity  of 
under  garments,  shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel  petticoat, 
two  good  dresses,  also,  a  cloak,  or  other  outside  garments.  In  case 
the  patient  is  so  much  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed, 
other  clothing  that  can  be  kept  on,  that  is  comfortable  and  in 
sufficient  quantity,  with  a  change  thereof,  may  be  substituted. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be 
sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  Avhen  their  health  is  im¬ 
proved,  and  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out, 
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their  self-respect  may  be  preserved.  In  all  cases,  the  patient’s  best 
clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  only 
used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned. — 
Jewelry  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  etc.,  should 
be  left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient, 
and,  if  possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individuals  should 
accompany  him  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute  but  often 
essential  particulars  may  be  learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attend¬ 
ance,  for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  townships, 
will  be  three  dollars  a  week  ;  for  those  supported  by  the  county 
authorities,  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  week.  F or  private  patients, 
or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  the  price  will  vary 
from  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  ten  dollars  a  week,  according  to 
the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to 
pay.  When  patients  are  sent  by  the  county  or  township  authorities, 
payment  is  required  at  the  time  of  admission,  for  twenty-six  weeks 
in  advance,  and  quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  friends,  payments  are  required  quarterly  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the 
patient,  when  discharged  of  all  persons. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond  ;
